MANAGUA, Nicwragua, My 14.—(Spe-
clal  Correspondence of the Asssclated
Press. )—In view of the fact that
the government contrejled the  wires
at  the time, the correspondent of
the Associated pross here has been compelled
to send by mill, the fullowing account of the
landing on May 2, at Corlnto, of a force of
about 100 American and Hritleh muarines
from the United Staten ship Alert and
the Dritlah erulser Comus, who, acting In the
most perfent harmony, occupled That port
and protected, until May 4, the property of
forelgners in the customs house and at the
rallrond station, subduing a riotous and
drunken mob, which throatened Lo cause the
most serjous disturbances

During the récent revolution In Niéaragua,
therg wers retiarkable Instances of the law-
lesn manner In whieh 2o-called ministers of
provingial governments could act when they
had the opporiunity. For Instance about
March 24, Samuel Mayorgs, who wae minister
for the treasury In the Bick or revo.utionary
goverument, made a demend on Mr, H, S
Hairding, an English subject, centroller of
the hWrianch at Leon of the London bank of
Central Awmerica, for a loan of $50,000 on
about 23,000 of Nicaragua bonds of duubtful
ownerohip, threatening to withdraw protac-
tion from the bank If the demand was not
eomplied with in a given time. Mr. Harding
micoveded in staving the matter off untll
he had letters dellvered mecretly to Com-
mander Franklin Hanford of the Unlted
Btates ship Alert, then the only war
ship at the port of Corinto, and to the
United States consular agent st Caorinto, Mr.
Henry Prlazio, Commander Hoanford im-
medlately amsured Mr. Harding that he would
resist any offort to take by forde the prop-
erty of citzens of the Unlted Stater or of
mubjeots of fureign governments In friendly

re ations with the United States Com-
mander Hanford seat this létier by the
United States conmular agent, who took
prompt action and stated his intention of

saving the money of the Enzlish bank from
the Nicaraguan officiala, while at the sime
time clearly showing the insurgents that the
property of forciguers could not be Interfered
with.

DRIGIN OF THE TROUBLE,

On May 14 Minlster Mayorga lssucd a de-
eroo in the name of the revolution, declaring

Thin enraged Minister Mayorga so muich that
he caussd the arrest of all native males in
Corinto between the ages of 17 and 70 years
on Lhe plea that a great batile was immineat
at Mamotomba, After detaining thom on the
railroad cara for a few hours Mayorga re-
fenmed all of those who eonld pay him from
$100 to $260 in cash aAnd returned to Leon
with the unfortunate Inhabitants of Corinto
without giving any recelpte fop the mopey
eollected, byt declaring be weuld return asain
to Corintp, This he did on May 1 with his
party dlsbanded and eought safety in flght
with considerable mimw» of money exiorisd
from the people of Nicaragut. They escaped
to Guatemals in a small schocuer, the com-
manders of the American and Britikh war
ships having ne authoerity fo arrest them.
But thelr flight sbowed the necessity of pro-
tection of foreigners to be greater than ever

INSURGENTS GROW RIOTOUS,

Over Twelve Hundred Bodies Laid Under
the Bod in a Day.

SCENES OF GRIEF IN THE CEMETERY

Latest Estlmate of the NSomber of
Vietims Glves Thicty-%ix Han-
dred Killed Outright and
Many More Dying.

MOSCOW, June 1.—The burial of the vie-
tima of the Khodljinskoje plain has occupled
all last aighe and all today. Quly mourners
are admitted to the cemietery and the buri-
als have been conducted amid wscenes of
polgnant grief.

During the dav 1,957 victime have been
buried. The bodles of those who Were
Identifed and claimed by relativen were In-
terred in private graves, but at the expense
of the municipality. The great number of
the unldentified dead were buried In eleven
greag trenches, each fifty yards long. The
tréenches wers deep and the mutilated bodles
had to be placed close together to find room
tor them all, Al night long 600 workmen
wers engaged at the Vaganovekoes cemetery
